Mattapoisett Selectmen's Meeting 

May 22, 2003 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Thursday, May 22 at 6:36 
pm by Chairman Barry J. Denham. Also present were 
Selectman Raymond H. Andrews, Selectman Stephen J. 
Lombard, and Executive Secretary Carol Adams. 

The board first approved the minutes of the May 
12 meeting and the Executive Session minutes of the same 
night. 

The board then met with Fire Chief Ronald Scott 
for an update on the Buzzards Bay oil spill situation. After 
noting that the Coalition for Buzzards Bay (CBB) has 
provided information packets on the spill which are 
available at the Fire Station, Chief Scott said the cleanup 
efforts on Ram Island are nearly complete. 

''They had the feds out there checking it out,'' 
Chief Scott said. "It looks like it is cleaned up. The Massa- 
chusetts Emegency Management Agency (MEMA) 
information booth (in Fairhaven) is going to stay open 
through May 31. At the Coast Guard meeting this morn- 
ing in Bourne, the responsible party, DEP and Coast 
Guard are exploring (various) methods of removing oil 
from rocks. They're talking maybe about removing the 
rocks and putting (others) in their place. You'll probably 
start to see trucks with steam cleaners (come in) the next 
couple of days. The wiping of the rocks is in progress, but

it's slow with the colder weather and the rain/' 

As for the spill's impact on local shellfishing. 
Chief Scott wanted to emphasize that after conferring 
with Natural Resource Officer Kathleen Masse, the 
shellfish beds in in Mattapoisett are still closed, despite 
media reports to the contrary. ''We've got quite a few 
impacted areas," Chief Scott said. "We really want to 
warn people to stay away from the (oil) tarballs — just 
report (them) when you find them. It's going to be a long 
process." Those who need further information or have 
questions are urged to call the Mattapoisett Fire Station 
(508-758-4150), or Town Hall (508-758-4100). 

To date, Mattapoisett has spent $92,014.43 on oil 
spill efforts and they are hoping to recoup the money 
from either Bouchard Transportation or the U.S. Coast 
Guard. "If the responsible party does not pay 100 percent, 
we have the avenue to go back through the Coast Guard," 
Chief Scott said. 

At 6:45 pm the board met with Mary LeBlanc 
regarding the Mattapoisett Bike Path issue and her recent 
petitioned article on the Town Meeting warrant. "What 
I'm hoping to accomplish is to get things out in the air 
and get some questions answered (in the aftermath of 
Town Meeting)," Ms. LeBlanc said. "Town Counsel had a 
problem with the wording of the motion. I brought the 
(article) in well in advance of Town Meeting. I was (told) 
it had to go in the way it was (submitted). There was 
ample opportunity between the date I brought it in and 
the date of Town Meeting. Town Counsel was concerned 
that we were asking the Selectmen instead of telling them. 
I really would have thought it would have been a better 
pursuit if somebody had approached us prior to the 
evening, five minutes before going up." 

Ms. LeBlanc was also distressed that she and 
resident Arnold Cestari had their "hands up the entire 
time during Town Meeting" and were not recognized by

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Town Moderator Jack Eklund. Mr. Eklund did call Mr. 
Cestari to apologize, but Ms. LeBlanc admitted ''having a 
hard time with the fact that he was not recognized to 
speak.'' 

Then she asked each of the three sitting Selectmen 
to answer specific questions about the project, beginning 
with why it took a Town Meeting article to get the Bike 
Path Study Committee to respond. 

Selectman Lombard said the board had previ- 
ously requested detailed information from the engineer- 
ing firm of VHB, but never received a response. "As a 
matter of fact, when Mr. Kelleher was here three or four 
weeks ago, we still didn't have the answers," Selectman 
Lombard said. "When we did get the letter (from VHB), I 
was not satisfied with the answers. I want the answers on 
what it's going to cost us. I was a little surprised at Town 
Meeting when Mr. Kelleher said we'd need an override ... 
because you know I'm opposed to an override. I feel in 
this town we have a lot more important issues than a bike 
path. Right now, we're in a fiscal crisis and this town has 
to face it. I, for one, am not satisfied with the numbers I've

seen so far — they're very sketchy The route change, 
which includes Depot (Street) to Main (Street), is some- 
thing new/' 

Chairman Denham declined comment on the 
matter, citing that he had a "conflict of interest'' regarding 
the bike path. 

But Selectman Andrews said he was "equally 
dissatisfied with the response from VHB," noting that he 
drafted a letter to the firm requesting detailed informatin. 
'T've been asking VHB and Steve Kelleher at least a 
couple of times a month (for answers)," Selectman 
Andrews said. "It's very simple: what is the cost of 
engineering, planning and construction for each phase of 
the project." 

Given that the project first started at a total 
estimated cost of $800,000 — with the town responsible 
for a 10 percent overmatch of only $8,000 — and it has 
now ballooned to a $2 million project with the town 
responsible for at least $200,000, Ms. LeBlanc said it is 
important for taxpayers to know the full costs involved 
for each phase. According to Selectman Andrews, the 
Southeast Regional Planning and Economic Development 
District (SRPEDD) has increased funding for the three 
phases of the project as follows: Phase I (available October 
2003): $250,000; Phase II (available October 2004): $1.23 
million; and Phase III (available October 2006): $450,000. 

When Ms. LeBlanc raised the issue of meeting 
minutes taken by P. Knapik of VHB, Inc. on January 8, 
2003 at MassHighway in which Kevin Walsh expressed 
concern for crossing the salt marsh. Selectman Andrews 
read a prepared memo he was sending to Diane Madden, 
Chief Engineer of MassHighway. In it. Selectman 
Andrews stressed: "I never received these meeting notes 
nor was a copy received at Town Hall. I cannot emphasize 
how disturbed I am about this. I am deeply upset that 
four months after a meeting I find out there are serious

objections to the proposal and that a representative of 
MassHighway states it will not fund the designing or 
permitting of that portion of the project change.'' 

As such. Selectman Andrews asked for a verifica- 
tion of MassHighway' s position regarding this proposed 
route (the by-pass around the YMCA and over the salt 
marsh) as soon as possible. 

"There's no way we can start it without consider- 
ing the entire cost," agreed Selectman Lombard. "I think 
there was enough discussion (at Town Meeting) on both 
sides ... to warrant that we need to do some more work." 

"I'm not against the idea of a bike path, I'm 
against the idea of a bike path which is done over the

events that have come to light regarding the proposed 
Mattapoisett Bike Path. The known facts are as follows: 

• A letter was written by Vanasse Hangen Brustlin, Inc. 
(VHB), the engineering firm working with the proposed bike 
path. In this letter dated January 8, 2003, Kevin Walsh from the 
MassHighway Department expressed ''concern for crossing the 
salt marsh and noted that based on his experience with a recent 
roadway project that proposes approximately 1200 square feet of 
impact to salt marsh, permitting the marsh-crossing portion 
would be costly and time-consuming and would likely not be 
allowed by the permitting agencies as there are upland alterna- 
tives to avoid the crossing.'' 

• He also goes on to "express concern of the difficulty 
of permitting and designing the barrier breach crossing east of 
the (YMCA) property. (His) discussions with the office of 
Coastal Zone Management (CZM) were that they would require 
a path surface that would allow for sediment transport." 

I find it amazing that (State) Representative William 
Straus did not convey this information to the Board of Selectmen 
or the voters at Town Meeting. It is obvious by the letter ... that 
the Bike Path Study Committee was aware of this problem and 
that Representative Straus and (Steve) Kelleher, Bike Path Study 
Committee Chairman, were aware of Mr. Walsh's comments 
because they were discussed at the January 30, 2003 meeting of 
the Bike Path Committee. 

A concerned resident of Mattapoisett, Mr. Mike Renzi 
attended that meeting (and) requested the copies of the letters 
discussed at the meeting. 

The voters of Mattapoisett who attended Town Meeting 
held on May 20, 2003 were subjected to a PowerPoint presenta- 
tion that included images of bridges and wooden walkways 
crossing marshlands. The Selectmen, along with Representative

Straus and Mr. Kelleher, also viewed this presentation with the 
knowledge that Mr. Walsh's concerns from the State of Massa- 
chusetts — namely, (that) he would not support crossing any 
marshlands given the fact that alternative uplands are available, 
and the state would not fund such a project. (According to 
meeting minutes,) Representative Straus' aide also attended this 
meeting with the purpose of reporting to Representative Straus 
the context of the meeting. 

Over a year ago I requested the Board of Selectmen and 
the Bike Path Committee that no work should commence on the 
project without a proper business plan reviewed by the Finance 
Committee, submitted to the Board of Selectmen. This would 
provide voters with the projection of cost and how the bike path 
would be maintained as it is their tax dollars that will be 
expended. A year later, no plan is in place and the project has 
escalated by Mr. Kelleher 's and Representative Straus' own

admissions from $880,000 to over $2 million. 

Why should the voters of Mattapoisett, since there is no 
plan in place, believe that it will not escalate even further? This 
Bike Path Study Committee has been in existence for over six 
years and we still do not have these answers. 

One thing the voters were not told at this year's Town 
Meeting: $105,000 was set aside by the state for engineering 
plans. To date, the Bike Path Study Committee has expended 
$100,000 of these funds on less than 10 percent of the project's 
design. If, in fact, the state does not approve this bike path, I 
refer to Mr. Walsh's concerns (that) the town must pay these 
funds back, therefore the town has created a contingent liability 
creating another burden on the taxpayer. 

I strongly suggest that no further funds be expended on 
this project until someone that possesses strong business 
acumen review the funds expended to date, to coordinate the 
percentage of the work complete with remaining funds avail- 
able, and report this information to the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee. 

A year ago, I informed the Selectmen that this commit- 
tee was a "runaway train," which (has) not and will not commu- 
nicate with the Board of Selectmen or in good faith with the 
voters. 

Representative Straus suggested that this bike path has 
driven the people of Mattapoisett apart rather than bringing 
them together.

You may 
know that mercury is found in thermometers, but the 
following products also contain mercury: flourescent 
bulbs, thermostats, pharmaceuticals, detergents, disinfec- 
tants, and teeth fillings. 

You and your family can be exposed to mercury 
in several ways. When a mercury thermometer breaks in 
the home and is not cleaned up properly, the mercury can 
evaporate and reach dangerous levels in indoor air. You 
can also be exposed through contaminated fish. When 
you dispose of a mercury-containing product in your 
garbage, mercury vapors can be released into the air when 
the trash is burned. The airborne mercury eventually falls 
to the earth, often into rivers and lakes where micro- 
organisms transform the mercury into a highly toxic form 
called methylmercury. The methlymercury builds up in 
aquatic animals, then we consume the contaminated fish. 

Mercury can have many effects on human health. 
In the 1800s hat makers were exposed to mercury during 
the wool felting process. The strange and unpredictable 
behavior of Lewis Caroll's ''Mad Hatter'' in Alice in 
Wonderland was a portrayal of hat makers who had gone 
"mad" from mercury poisoning. Mental instability and 
many other health problems can be linked to mercury 
exposure.

signifcant neurological abnormalities in the cerebellum 
and cerebral cortex and widely distributed focal cerebral 
lesions and some reduction in brain size. 

A study in March 2001 by the Center for Disease 
Control sampled the mercury levels in the blood, hair and 
urine of women and children and found that 1 in 10 
women of childbearing age have mercury levels high 
enough to cause their children neurological damage 
affecting language, attention, memory and motor skills. 

In order to avoid mercury exposure, it is impor- 
tant to reduce your consumption of certain kinds of fish. 
According to the FDA and EPA, pregnant women and 
women who may become pregnant should not eat sword- 
fish, shark, tilefish, and king mackerel. Although not 
listed as unsafe to eat, public health experts have also 
expressed concern about sea bass, marlin, tuna, red 
snapper, and large mouth bass. 

In addition to avoiding certain kinds of fish, it is 
important to get mercury products out of your house. All 
mercury-containing items can be brought to the Rochester 
Town Barn for proper disposal. Also, mercury thermom- 
eters can be exchanged for a digital one at the Rochester 
Town Barn or Community Nurse's Office. Please call the 
Rochester High Department at 508-763-1991 for more 
information.

Bruce Almighty. Starring Jim Carrey, Morgan Freeman, and 
Jennifer Aniston. Directed by Tom Shadyac. Running time: 105 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

In Bruce Almighty, Jim Carrey, once again gamely playing a 
powerless schmuck for the first reel, gets the power of God. It's 
not specifically what he asked for; cursing the Creator over a 
particularly bad day (humiliated during his flunky comic-relief- 
TV-reporter job, fired, beaten up, etc.), Carrey just wants to know 
why God hates him so. It's the suffering of Job reloaded for the 
media age (will many Americans sympathize with the angst of a 
presumably well-paid TV personality?), and God, in the person 
of Morgan Freeman, calls Carrey to Him and offers him a job. 'Tm 
going on vacation,'' God says, blithely leaving the universe in 
Carrey's jittery hands. The message is clear: If you think being 
God is easy, you try it. 

Bruce Almighty is interesting only insofar as it proposes God 
as a basically well-meaning if remote deity, not the maddening 
Shaper who drove William Blake to wonder if the same God 
made the lamb and the tiger. Fundamentalists whose noses are 
forever tilted for the scent of sacrilege won't find much in the 
movie to object to. Morgan Freeman, for instance, embodies God 
as a hip update of George Burns' avuncular, amused Lord in O/z, 
God. Both actors are a stroke of casting wit, but a wilder, funnier 
movie might' ve given us, say, Danny DeVito or a tipsy, irritable 
Eddie Izzard as God (heck, we've already had Keanu Reeves as 
both Buddha and a neo-Christ, no pun intended). 

Essentially, this is another of Jim Carrey's surefire vehicles 
that can be whittled down to a phrase: Jim Carrey is the Grinch; 
Jim Carrey is God. I like the guy, and I wish his box-office failures 
with The Majestic (understandable — that was a stiff) and Man on 
the Moon (I still have the poster hanging on my wall) hadn't scared 
him into such bland, unchallenging material. What would Jim 
Carrey do if given ultimate power? The question provokes a grin 




of anticipation, but he pretty much does what you see him do in 
the trailer. There is one spectacularly funny bit when he sabotages 
the newscast of a snotty rival (Steven Carell), but the big laughs 
in the scene belong to the rival, not Carrey. 

The movie seems squarely aimed at a large audience (check 
the opening-weekend figures) that might be wondering, in these 
harrowing times, if God knows what He's doing. Bruce Almighty 
is here to reassure doubters and put them in their place at the 
same time. The godlike Carrey fritters away his power and can't 
even hold onto his girlfriend of five years (Jennifer Aniston, being 
a good sport). Only God, the movie says, knows how to use the 
power, and He uses it mostly by not using it: "You all have the 
power," He lectures Carrey. What should be a wild, unruly, 
possibly sacrilegious fable — think Life of Brian — becomes a 
didactic companion piece to The Truman Show, with Carrey as 
hapless puppeteer instead of hapless puppet. And it says essen- 
tially the same thing: Take your life into your own hands. 

Carrey does get off some good riffs, mostly in his pre-God fits 
of pique; I enjoyed his obscene jazz-pantomime gesture, destined 
to be copied by giggling kids from shore to shore. The subtext, 
though, shows us a man with the power of God who's still 
insecure and, as the movie spells out, wants to be loved. Carrey, 
who's been the closest thing to God studio executives have seen 
since the canonization of Tom Cruise, may agree with some of us 
that he's not using his powers to their full potential, and this 
material — which could' ve been played by anyone, really — is 
Exhibit A. But its box-office returns will be hard to argue with.
